Amendment after final filed 8/22/02 is acknowledged. Examiner acknowledges 
that should the amendments to claims 66 and 83 be entered, the rejections over by 
Kiesser et al. (US Patent 5,739,091) and Martussen (EP 304332) will be withdrawn. 
However, as such amendments introduce two new claim limitations (a single seed 
particle, and structuring agent being non-fibrous) which have not been searched, the 
entry of such amendment at after final is denied as it will require new consideration, 
search, and new ground of rejections.
